One of our learned city newpaper editors lells us tliai corn in 
the lioff is worth 90 cents » Imsliel, while corn sold in the raw for 
cash is worth only 48 uents a bushel. The said learned city writer 
draws the conclusion, therefore, that it will be very profiftablc for 
hog raisers to feed their com to liogs this winter. 

We don't pretend to he com experts, or hog experts, or experts 
on com in tile liiifr, but wc believe that our city friend has over- 
looked a few things. That which lies between the 48 cents for cash 
com and 90 cents for com in the hog, is not merely com. 

Wlii'M you lia\ >' sold your buslii-l of ecora for 48 cents and de- 
livered it, the busliel uf corn has passed from your life. But if you 
refrain from selling it, and feed it to hogs instead, you add some 
Ihinfjs that should count as expenses. The labor nf feeding the 
hushi l of corn into the bop, tlir labor of taking; proper care of that 
hog, the work aiul risk of keeping that hog alive, the expense of pro. 
viding him with a comfortable home, the measures to protect the 
leed from predatory animals, and finally the toil, trouble and dan- 
ifers of moving a living bushel of com rather than an inanimate 
bushel of com to market. 

Porty-^ight cent cash com, plus'hnmar labor, plus human brain 
work, plus other overhead. e(|uals 90 cents per busln I. 

And then when that "corn in the hog" guts to market, you may 
very well find yourself receiving very much leas than 90 cents a 
budiel for him-
